Tlie most pro.-ninent ainoiij; them are 
Mr. McHardy, a wialtliy insurance 
man and Mis. W'llliains. wife of ( ien- 
eral W. H. Williams, a well known 
newspajier man. Tiiere are now four 
eases in the Williams residence, but 
they are all reported to !><■ doin;; well. 

Tonia is a biotlur of the man who 
died of yellow fever last week, and lives 
in the same premisi s. A number of 
children are amontf the nvw cases. 

Profe sor Met/, has a lai-frc number of 
Formaldehyde fjtnt'rators now at work. 
Yesterday he burned iu the street the 
bedclotliinar and other articles in the 
house where the man i^erres died on 
Constance street, the dothiiiK first hav- 
ing been subjccticl to J'\)rnial(l( hy(lo 
disinfection. Some discomfort and loss 
is being suffered by tlie jjoorer classes, 
whoso (effects have to bo burned, but 
Professor .Met/, said that he was hopeful 
of glutting the city to make an appropri- 
ation to cover just such cases of distress. 
Professor Met/, has placed these gener- 
ators at the railroad depots and baggago 
is being promptly and thoroughly disin- 
fected before it is put on trains. 

The local cliarity organization is tak- 
ing steps to relieve all cases of destitu- 
tion th:it are j)reseiited. The board of 
health supplies mcdiciiu's and the char- 
ity hospital physicians, and the charity 
organization will try to pioride food 
for the poorer classes. 

Mrs. A. McCnbbage died yesterday 
niorning in Ocean Springs of yellow 
fever. She had been sick for several 
d.'iys and h r case hod already been re- 
ported. Th>>re have been no new oases 
at Ucean Springs. 

Reports from the detention camp say 
that abont 10 refugees from New Or- 
leans have arrived there and 18 from 
Biloxi. There is no sickness in the 
camp save one case of sciatig rheuma- 
tism. The patients in the hospital, a 
mile away ttom the camp, are recover- 
ing. 

There is a cftse of fever at California, 
the wife of a physician, and the infec- 
tion is traced to Edwards, Miss. The 
case is a mild one and the patient will 
be well in a few days. The settlement 
is small and scattered and there proba- 
bly will be no serioos results.

Mobile, Sept. 27.— The returns at the 
board of health office for the past 24 
hours show five new oases and no 
deaths, with two paticQts discharged.

TItey liid Nut Cut Deep Kaaug;li and Lost 
What MlfhS Kavo Been a H.g Haul. 

MooRHEAD, Minn., Sept. 27.— The 
westbound passenger train on the 
Nortlu'rn i'acitic railway was held up 
three miles north of here at an early 
hour Sunday m(»riiing. It is said tlio 
express car carried a laige sum of money 
which the robbers failed to secure, 
owing to a blunder in cutting off the 
cars. The robbery was the coolest piece 
of work imaginable. Engineer Hoover, 
after pulling out of Elyndon, noticed a 
man on the front platform of the mail 
car. A few moments later the robber 
climbed over tlie tank and at the point 
of a !)i>t<»l compelled tlie engineer to ap- 
l)ly the brakes. 

Three otiier robbers then came for- 
ward bringing the eondiictor and l)rake- 
men. All mounted the engine which 
was again starti'd wt ~f. The robbers 
sat on the tank and onlered the eii'^in- 
I'er to "keep iier moving." Not until 
the train reached Moorluad was it 
known that the engine and mail car 
had been cut off from the balance of the 
train. Then the robbers (lisc(]vered 
that th«y had not cut deep enough into 
the train and had failed to secure the 
treasure said to have been in the ex- 
press safes.

European Papers Trying to 
Solve the Cuban Question.

A Madrid Paper Clalme to Have round 
Ont tha Program of thm Valtod States. 
An English Paper Saya It Would fie a 
Crime to Proloug the War— Other News 
KelatluK ti> Cuba. 

Madrid, Sept. 27.— The arrival of 
United States Minister Woodford from 
San Sebastian has made a Fonsntion. 
The program of the United States has 
been ascertained. This does not con- 
template a declaration of war if Spain 
rejects mediation, but, according to 
report, an "ostentatious proclamation 
to the world of disapprovid of the Cu- 
ban regime by suspending diplomatic 
relations with Spain and withdrawing 
the United States minister." 

(Teneral Wdodford has declined to 
be interviesved on the subject further 
than to say that his coi.ference with 
the Duke of Tetuan. the foreign min- 
ister, was of the most satisfactory i liar- 
acter. The nncxpi cted bitterness of 
the pri ss and of publi • oiiinion has 
liainl ully impressetl hiiii, but he liojies 
this will soon be allayed, as lie believes 
his mission favorable to Siiani-h inter- 
ests and can not comiireheiid that ."-^paiii 
could reject iiiediatiou designed to end 
an impoverishing war. lie has not 
named a time at which the war must 
bi- terminated, but he Jiopes as the ri;- 
Bult of his teiid'Ts liiat it v.'ill be ended 
([uickly. He believe^ the war is indict- 
ing incalculable loss upon the United 
States and th.it it li impossible to pre- 
vent the organisation of filiboi^tcriug 

expeditions. 

Unusual measures were taken to jiro- 
tect Minister Wiu (iiord on his journey 
from San Sebastian to this city, but the 
trip was ([uite uiievi ntful. A party .)f 
gendarmes, coiunianded by a sub-lieu- 
teiiaiit. guarded the ."Southern e.xprts; 
on whicii he was a passen;.'er. .^'•eeri''' 
l>o!ice wore posted at the station, and 
the prefect of police wiis in waiting to 
( scort him to his hotel. The drive 
through the str(-ets was marlicd by no 
special incident, though st'ver.il p iiplu 
saluted him. receiving a bow ui i( turn. 

Some comment has bei-n caused by 
the fact that Minister Woodfuril's fam- 
ily li IS not accompanied him. but re- 
mains behind the French frontier. 
Minister Woodford explains that his 
l)arly is ;i large one, reipiiring a coai- 
iiic.d'.ous home, and prefers spending a 
jdea-ant (utober at Hiarritz until a 
suitable residence can be secured here. 
The legation can not be used as a resi- 
dence. General Woodford has already 
engaged a box at the royal opera house. 

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 

It Would Ue a Crime to Longer Prolong 
tho War. 

London, Fept. 27.— The Spectator, 
nccepting as a fact tlie rejiort that the 
United States has adnioii'slied Spain, 
finds it dithcult to tliiiik war can be 
avoidc d, adding : 

"Apart from tho fact that pride and 
ignorance of the consequences bid Spain 
defy the United States, war is probably 
considered to be the best way out of tho 
difficulties. 

"Were the government to propose tho 
abandonnii'iit of (',iba in cold blood it 
would siiu;)ly mean handing over the 
country to i>oii Carlos, so the govi rn- 
nient iiroposcs to en.ploy America as 
the surgeon to do the necessary amjuita- 
tion, which will alone prevent the Cu- 
ban cangr. tie from spreading to the 
rest of the body politic' 

After detailing Spain's iniquities in 
Cuba, the .'■spectator continues : 

'■To jiroioiiL,' tlit> war would be a 
crime, anil if .Xmerii.i choo-es to stop 
these hideous cruelties all I'ingli.^hip.eii 
should applaud and refuse to in.|iiire 
too narrowly into the reason which in- 
lliieiiced her statesmen in putting pres- 
sure upon Spain." 

Referrintr to the objection of "patri- 
otic Amer.caiis to the admission into 
tli(! union of Cub.aii and H.iwai an 
states ;iiid the conse |Uent electio'i of 
senators by deg.aded pop.ilations," The 
Soectator says : 

"America s duty is to stop the long 
agony of ( 'uba, and if her constitution 
admits of her doing so safely. thesiKiner 
she amends her eonstitution so that she 
can hold her new aoqulsitions on a dif- 
ferent footing, the better for her and 
for humanity." 

AUSTRIA AND GERMANY'S VIEWS. 

Tbay Will Try and fr, vint .\ny latarvaa- 
lug In CiibHD .\tn>lra. 

Paru*, Sept. 27.— The Gaulois says it 
learns that during the recent visit of 
Emperor William to Budapest, Emper- 
or Francis Joseph and the German em- 
peror discussed the "interference" of 
the United States in tlieaffairs of .'>i)ain, 
the Austrian emperor pointing oat the 
serious embarrassment which this "in- 
terference" had caused the queen re- 
gent and the government of Spain. 

The Gaulois adds: "Probably Ger- 
many and Austria will do all in their 
power to prevent the situation becom- 
ing embittered. lUthough nnwiUing to 
interpose too directly. Similar views 
are said to have been exchanged be- 
tween Franco and Russia ; so, if the oc- 
casion arises, the European powers, 
while respecting the feelings of iude- 
peudcuce of both countries, will find 
themselves iu agreement in insisting 
that a policy of conciliation and peace 
must prevail. ' '

London, Sept. 27.— A dispatch to The

The last live miles, however, present 
obstacles that would forever discourage 
anyone not an experienced prospector 
and mountaineer. There is in Mount 
Baker and it- ~urro\iiHliiig heights 
enough gohi. >.i.n < Mr .•^.iportas, to keep 
prospectors bu.-y for the ni'xt K") years. 
In samples of ore that were brought 
b.ick by the inf;)rmant, ^Ir. Bogardus. 
the assayer, by a cursory inspection, de- 
clared that free gold existed in exceed- 
ingly Kood quantities. 

"I met many men," continued Mr. 
Saportas, "who came from Mount 
Tomohoy and they all reiterated the 
stories concerning the great strike of 
ii>i 0,1)00 to the ton made in Hear moun- 
tain in Tomohoy and several others 
have found ore equal to the discovery 
in Bear mountain." 

A special correspondent of the Even- 
ing Times sends word from Suuimas as 
follows : 

"The gold discoveries in the moun- 
tains of Whatcom couutv are beyond 
any doubt the richest in tlie annals of 
the Pacific coast or even iu Alaska.

T neve"- stab my ene- 
mies iti the back ; in other words, I don't 
adopt their tactics." 

Captain Gaines gave out the following 
statement as to the publication : 

"I had hojied the newspapers would 
let me alone about this bribery business, 
as I am sick and tired of it, and wish I 
could never hear t mentioned airain. 
.\bout this publication that I had stated 
that Qov. Bradley waa behind me in the 
Hunter ii3atter and then went back on 
me, 1 want to say that it is a base and 
shameless misrepresentation from begin- 
ning to end. I certainly wotiM not swear 
one day in court that 1 alone was respon- 
sible for my action in that matter, and 
then turn around next day and try to 
convict myself of perjury by saying some 
one else was responsible. 

"The reporter for the paper that pub- 
lished this statement called to see me, 
and I told him if he published su;li a 
Statement he would knowingly publish a 
lie, and he assured me it would not be 
published. He further told me that be 
heard in Louisville that I bad made such 
a statement concerning the Governor, 
and, a.H Dr. Hunter is in Louisville, it is 
easy t<j understand where this underhand 
attack on the Governor started.

LEGAL STEPS 



To Relieve Adams County ('oiiimi<>sioners 
of Control of the Wilsua 
Poor Fiid. 



PoRTSMOfTii, Ohio, Sept. 22.— .\ peti- 
tion has been forwarded here in an in- 
junction suit, the first of a series of legal 
actions intended to take the John T. 
Wilson poor fund out of the hands of the 
Commissioner^ of Adams County, and to 
establish a non-partisan Board of Control. 

Wil«on, who wa.a a wealthy resident of 
Trant^uillity, Ohio, died in 1891, leaving 
one-half of hia ootato as a fond "for the 
relief of tbo wortbj poor of Adams 
County." 

This was to be dispensed by the County 
Commissioners in such sums and at such 
times as their judgment may approve. 

It is alleged that the result was that 
the money waa used much more freely 
at election time that at any other period, 
and that the test of wortbinooa waa too 
often a political test. 

In 1894 the Gommiasionero lasaed t20,- 
000 in bonds for the purpose of buildinst 
a county jail, and then sold the bonds 
to themselvea as troatoea of the Wilson 
fund, without advertisintt the bonds or 
xib'ing any etlorts to sell them for the 
highest price obtainable. The above in- 
junction suit, in which L. 1>. Armacost 
is plaintifi, seeks to restrain payiueiit of 
all bonds and to prevent payment of the 
jail debt from the County Treasury, The 
poor fund now amounts to nearly $300,- 
000.

Oonipanitivply a Fiiiliirt'. And Thcrp Will 
Be > ery Little Urain For Export. 

WAPHiSdTox, n. C, Sept. 2-2.— More 
detailed ioformation than has lieretofore 
be«n obtainable coneemioir the onndition 
of the Riifsian ura'in rrop is contained in 
a report on the 8ubj''ut to the State De- 
partment from United States Conaal 
Heenan at 0>les8:i. 

He says the irops over an extensive 
area have failed. The befiinninft of the 
trouble was the dry wiater, causing the 
failure of half of the wheat sown. With 
a favorable epriuK, and reeowinx, the 
prospects were Roml, however, almost up 
to rottinir time. Then came the wettest 
Bt'Bi^on know n in year;', and liail deHtroyed 
both ripe and unripe grain. In large 
areas no effbrt was make to harvest. 
8ample8 of the new wheat :ire inferior in 
quality and weight. The yield is from 
four to six bushels per acre for winter 
and gprinj?. Barley is discolored and un- 
der wheat. Rye is much damaged, and 
will be untler the average crop. Oats 
alone are in favorable condition. 

Mr. Heenan says that but little wheat 
will be ehipfied from Hiiasia during the 
season of 18U7-U8 fur the simple reason 
that there is little available for export 
Tiif failure of the wheat crops in Aus- 
irio-Hungary, Uoumania and Bulgaria 
has bronght buyers into Russia from 
those cniintries and the Wheat will go to 

theni by rail. 

TiiK C'liesapeake and Ohio is reaching 
out in every direction for export and im- 
port traliic. Arrangements have just 
been perfected by the 0. and O. for a rt g- 
ular line of steamers run'between New- 
port News and Dublin and Belfast, Ire- 
land. The new line is to be known as the

tirst steamer, llie Lord Londonderry, will 
sail from Newport News on November 2.

It ooutuius Bome expres- 
sions which render it a veritable curi- 
osity in nnr time. Only four editions of 
this jiartieulur trauslatiou were struck 
of?, and it was afterward superseded by 
the King James version. 

The Ninety-first Psalm, fifth Tcr.se, in 
the <!rdiiiary version reads like this: 
"Tbou shait not be afraid of the ter- 
rors by night nor of the arrow which 
flielh by day." The ancient Bible in 
Mr. Vincent s pos.seKiiion reads, ' 'Thou 
shnlt not ncde to bo frayed for any 
bnggcs by night nor for the arrowo 
which flytlicfi by daye. " This sentence 
ehcwH Mr. Vincent '.s book to bo n copy 
of the celebrated "bug Bible," as it is 
colled. The word "bngges" in the old 
Bible means the same as diildrrn indi- 
cate by bugaboo or booger — in general 
the terror of something unknown. The 
word "bogy" is also derived from tbe 
same rooL The term "bugges" thus 
used was proper eoongh in Tyndale's 
time. 

A peculiar editorial coniuicutary is 
also found in this "bug Bible" on the 
possoge wherein Sara, in the third chap- 
terof Peter's first epistle, is made to re- 
fer to At raham as "larde." Bayi the 
erudite editor: 

"And If abe be not obedient A help- 
ful unto byni, he cudcivoreth to beato 
the fear of Qod into her heado, that she 
maybeoompelled toleame iier dnti A 
doit"
